Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-10 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: With respect to independent claims 1 and 8, the prior art made of record 
teach a receiver comprising a first and second amplifiers with controllable gain factors 
where the gain of the first amplifier is compensated by controlling the gain of the second 
amplifier so the difference between the combined gain and a target chain gain factor 
becomes zero (reference Kang et al. US 6,498,927) but do not teach the output of the 
second amplifier is additionally fed into a divider that applies a fixed gain factor to be 
combined with the combined gain of the first and second amplifiers so that the 
difference between the chain gain factor and the target chain gain factor becomes 
minimum.
